THE PARADES ARE BOTH ridiculous and 
tragic. No one with even an elementary knowledge 
of trade unions takes seriously the statements of | 
labor leaders on how their members would vote. . 

Labor leaders have never been able to deliver 
the vote. They only appeared to do so on occasions 
when their members voted overwhelmingly for win- 
ning candidates like Roosevelt. ° 

But give them a candidate like Truman or Dewey 
and the weakness of their delivery power becomes . 
exposed. Even their financial capacity is greatly 
overrated. It is a trickle in this campaign. ‘The 
much ballyhooed CIO-PAC .§ filed a report showing 
an income and expenditure of less than $250,000 for 
the first eight months of this year. The AFL’s poli- 
tical arm reported half that figure. Not much from 
14,000,000 members. 

The tragedy is labor’s political poverty. Its lead- 
ers are falling over one another for an opportunity 
to kiss the foot that kicks them. It ‘is hard to 
find much in the statements of Rep. Fred Hartley 
that a progressive could agree with: But he spoke 
the brutal truth the other day in a speech in New 
York. He challenged the pro-Truman labor leaders 
to show him anything in his law that is as harsh 
to unions as Truman’s request for a law that would 
give the government authority to draft strikers 
into the armed forces. 

The argument between a pro-Truman and pro- 
Dewey labor leader could be very little else but a 
dispute over whose candidate wields the harsher 
whip against unions, That has always been the 
essence of the “two-party system” to which trade 

union political action has long been tied. 
| » 

THE NEAT SCHEME of keeping labor perpetu- 
ally tied to the parties of its oppressors has fed 
on the “lesser evil” theory. In days when the labor 
movement commanded only a fraction of its pres- 
ent-day strength, the reasoning also ran that unions 
don’t have a strong enough base for independent 
political action. But today, with unions 15,000,000 
strong, the top bureaucrats are still harping the 
same old tune. 

The net effect of their policy is ta invite more 
repression against unions. No matter#which of the 
two parties get the votes of labor, the result will 
be interpreted as a mandate for reactionary pol- 
icies. 

The only real way that next November’s vote 
could influence the period ahead is by a departure 
from the traditional Tweedledum-Tweedledee pat- 
tern. The heavier the .breakaway from the .two 
old parties in support of the Progresive Party, the 
more evidence will be shown of popular resentment 
against bi-partisan reaction. I am not overlooking, 
of course, that in some situations a popular tide 
» against reaction could be also expressed by support 
of Congressional and other candidates of pronounced - 
progressive character on old party tickets. 

But the limitations on that score have been 
proved in too many~cases and at a heavy cost, in 
recent years. The more real expression of senti- 
ment against reaction—that which will count most— 
will be through Progresive Party ballots. 

This election, regardless of outcome, offers an 
opportunty to establish a firm foundation for a 
party in opposition to the trusts. Then, the pattern 
of political action by workers would not be the 
degrading competition among their leaders for an

Why the TWU Won 


_ WAS a little over two weeks ago, on Sept. 4, that 

Secretary-Treasurer Douglas MacMahon and Organi- 
gation Director John Santo of the Transport Workers 
Union called upon the 8,000 workers of private bus lines 


to set a strike date for a raise. 


é 


After a year-long stall this was the only action left,. 
they pointed out. Continuance of the “Quill line of delay, 
phony strike threats and company appeasement” would 
not get them anywhere, they warned. 

This proposal was immediately denounced by Quill 

as “an order of the Communist Party” and said it should 
be -“repudiated.” On the following morning, Quill had 
his majority on the Local 10 board reject the proposal 
and unload the most shameless abuse upon his opponents. 
He delivered a point blank warning to the minority, in- 
cluding president Austin Hogan not to show up at the next 
membership meeting and warned that they would be 
violently handled. 
*  Yrue to his promise, Quill did organize the atmosphere 
of a lynching bee at the Sept. 9 membership meeting. 
More abuse was heaped upon the men who said a year of 
stalling was enough. The Quilligans also launched a peti- 
tion for recall of the anti-Quill officers of Local 100. 

On Saturday, Sept. 18, Quill himself did what Hogan, 
Santo and MacMahon were condemned for suggesting. 
He talked strike. On the following day, a City Hall con- 
ference produced the 24-cent raise and retroactive pay. 

Lynching and crucifixion of his opponents, Quill dis- 
covered, did not increase the purchasing power of the 
bus workers’ wages, nor did it decrease their pressure 
for a raise. He had to do what MacMahon, Hogan and 
Santo said should. be done. 

It was all arranged, of course, as a product of the 
Quill-O’Dwyer duet. The other leaders were barred from 
the conferences. But the influence of the three was there 
and it was decisive. | 

The Quilligans must think the bus*drivers are dopes 
not to see through this phony- game.

With “Saving Face”

Pcp I HAVE NOT yet made up my mind.as to the propriety of it, I kin much ~ 
disposed toward writing a personal letter to His Excellency, Ras H. S. Imru, Ethi- © 


opian Minister to the U. S. 
Excellency: 

Inasmuch as my government 
has not seen fit to tender to you 
a straightforward and unequivocal 
apology for the insulting Jimcrow 
incident to which you were sub- 
jected in Constitution Hall last 
Monday night, permit me to make 
an apology. I make it for myself 
and for the millions who regard 
any form of segregation because 
of color as completely repugnant. 

In its memorandum answering 
the protest of the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment,. the State Department 
expressed “regrets” at “the em- 
barrassment caused the Minister.” 
What irony! You, your govern- 
ment, and 12,000,000 Ethiopian 
people have been insulted, not 
“embarrassed.” It is we, the 
American people, who have been 
embarrassed—by the cruel rude- 
ness of one of our number, by the 
harsh, backward institution of 
Jimcrow, and now by our insensi- 
tive, purblind government.

IT IS NOTED that the State 
Department does not accept your 
version of the incident. In your 
letter of protest, you point out 
that you were invited by the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science to attend a 
meeting at Constitution Hall and 
were given a ticket. Upon your 
arrival, you were ushered to your 
seat in the diplomatic box. 


. Subsequently, a person unknown 
to you instructed you to leave 
your seat and find another place 
elsewhere in the hall. In protest 
you left the building entirely. Why 
the person took this action, I do 
not know. Newsmen heard that 
some woman objected to your 
being seated in the box because of 
your dark skin. This would not 


* be surprising in the city of Wash- 


ington, which follows most of the 
Jimcrow practices common to the 
southern states. Especially it 
would not be surprising in Con- 
stitution - Hall, owned by the 
Daughters of the American Reévo- 
lution who have consistently re- 
fused to permit many great artists 


to appear on its stage—entirely . 


because their skins are dark. 

But the U. S. government was 
not convinced. It undertook its 
own “investigation. of the circum-

NEW YORK NEWSPAPERS carried a story on Sept. 12 
about the death of hundreds of migrating birds which 
had crashed into the Empire State Building. On that same 


date in 1937, approximately 576 
dead birds were gathered from 


the concrete pavement and lawn 


surrounding the shaft of the 


Washington Monument. in.- the 
capital city of the nation. 
In both instances the species 
were identified 
as warblers, red- 
eyed vireos, 
northern water 
thrushes, Amer- 
ican red. start . 
and other birds 
that were part 
of a large mi- 
gration from 
northeastern 
states headed 
for Central and South Anterica. 
The men who study birds (orni- 
thologists) were quick to point 
out that this latest tragedy was 
not the special fault of the build- 
ing, nor New York City areas. 
They noted that similar reports 
were coming in from Philadelphia 
and Nashville. 
The scientists blamed the dis- 
asters on heavy fogs outside of 


these areas which had caused the . 


migrating birds to lose their di- 
rection. Under such conditions 
they are drawn to light—and 
there is a red light around the 
Empire State tower which serves 
as a warning to airplanes.

THERE ARE many superstitions 


about bird flight. Legends have 


sprung up that birds leave their 
native habitats at definite times, 
and arrive at the end of their 


journey on schedule. By migra- 
tion in: birds, it is usually under- 
stood that northern birds fly 
south to escape winter, and hence 
@ seasonal change in the climate 
is required. Another tale speaks 
of the gentle and delicate crea- 
tures that fly above us constantly 
foraging for food and seeking to 
escape the elements. 

Those “weak” creatures often 
take a route separated by as 
much as 2,000 miles as in the 
case of the golden plover. The 
swallows of southwest Africa 
have recorded flights of more 
than 5;000 miles. Human beings 
cannot compete with birds in 


grate regularly. | 


their ability to withstand low 
temperatures. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
temperature is almost never a 
primary factor in causing migra- 
tion. Of all living creatures, birds 
are the most perfectly adapted 


to withstand extremes of tempera- 


tures. 

If we were to compare birds to 
certain mammals, frogs or in- 
sects, the last simply cannot 
survive the winter frosts. The 
mammals and frogs hibernate. 
Most birds, if they get enough to 
eat, can survive the temperatures 


of a northern winter. They go 


south because the falling tem- 
peratures remove their food. sup- 
Diies and not because of cold 


weather. : 
. | 


PROF. ROWAN of Alberta, one 
of the worid’s leading ornitholo- | 


gists, rejected the theory that 


failure of the food supply is the 
‘primary cause of .migration. His 


experiments indicated that it was 


the shortening of daylight that - 


caused birds to change their 
habitats. 

The Canadian scientist placed 
a group of birds in an outdoor 
aviary and used artificial light 
to simulated spring condition in 
November. Rowan continued this 


treatment until January. When 


released these birds flew north 
instead of south, like birds which 
had had a normal series of nights 


of increasing length. 

It had also been known for 
some time that the migratory in- 
stinct was closely associated with 
the growth and shrinking of the 
sex organs. In certain species the 
organs may weigh 1500 times. as 
much during the breeding season 
as they do in mid-winter. | 

In the Rowan experiments, the 
birds had reached their maximum 
spring breeding condition in 


January when the experiment | 


was concluded. Later work showed 
that castrated birds do not mi-

A Plea for Wider 


Sex Education 


By Robert Friedman 


L*ts TELL THE TRUTH ABOUT SEX, by Howard 
Whitman is a popular and general survey of the status 
and problems of education in sex in the United States as 


well a guide for parents and teach-o— 


ers. Much of the author’s material 
on the handling of young children's 
and adolescents’ questions and sex- 
ual maturing is common sense and 
tested advice.

His book covers a wide range, 
however, and neither purporis to 
be nor can be recommended as a 
thorough handbook which can an- 
swer in detail an adult’s questions 
on the proper handling of individual 
cases. 

Aside from the author’s sensible 
views on frankness from parents 
and teachers, organized sex edu- 
cation, etc., what is noteworthy in 
Let’s Tell The Truth About Sex is 
Mr. Whitman’s marked concern to 
whitewash the ‘widely-disapproved 
medievalism of the Catholic hier- 
archy’s opposition to sex education 
in the schools. He quotes church 
spokesmen as saying that they 
don’t mind sex education in the 
home. Yet almost the next para-

THE POINT IS HERE not to in- 
dict the author as an apologist for 
the reactionary views of the hier- 
archy. He notes that he is con- 


cerned primarily to unite all groups/ 


on some mutually acceptable pro- 
gram to end sex ignorance. 

But, just as he ignores in the 
case of the hierarchy, basic social 
and political reasons for its ban on 
enlightenment, so -elsewhere he 
evades coming to grips with the 
problem of American youth who 


can’t. afford to marry but are in- 
hibited from pre-marital relations 
by our society’s mores. Mr. Whit- 
man deplores, but his “solution” is

*TIS A FIGHT FILLED week and tonight’s should be 
the fightingest one of them all. Cerdan and Zale. Mention- 


ing their names in what Lbelieve will be the-order of the 
finish. Uh-huh. Do believe before the stars say bye over Jersey City, 
nowadays known as J of C, that the middleweight championship will 
become.a French possession. Cerdan to outweather Zale. Probably 
outpoint -him, perhaps kffock him out. Depends on the Casablancan’s 
timing. When he’s “on,” he can hit to the mad pace of the be-bop 
boys in the bask room. Fast, furious and plainly discerdant for the 
other guy. 

When word got around that I like Cerdan over Zale, one of my 
friendly critics (bless ’em all) piped up. “Brother,. you don’t make 
sense nohow.’ Meaning if I meant what I’ve penned in the past about 
Cerdan’s hand-picked American opposition and how Marcel hasn’t. 
earned the first post-Graziano shot ‘at the title—then how in the 
blazes do I.come off picking him over the great old champion from 
the open hearths of Gary, Indiana? 

_No contradiction there. I still insist Marcel’s wins over Abrams, 
Green, Raadik and Roach didn’t entitle him to the title fight. Fellows 
like Robinson, Lytell and the LaMotta of two seasons ago were the 
ones Cerdan should have contested for the championship crack. While 
making that point, EF never once belittled Cerdan’s siock as a fighting : 
man. To the contrary, the Casablancan is so blessedly good ne didn’t 
need any of the soft-touch buildups on these shores. That was my 
point of contention, you see. It goes without saying that the best 
middleweight in the world isn’t going to be in the ring at Roosevelt 
Stadium. That would be Ray Robinson, who has'one of those second- 
best engagements in the Bronx 48 hours hence. >

BUT FISTIC match-making. being what it is, Cerdan’s in the 
corner across the way from Zale tonight and let’s get down to Cases. . 
There’s been an understandable tendency since the last of the Graziano 
series to make Zale into what he ain’t.
